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REMARKS 

Applicants wish to express their appreciation to Examiner Zara for the courtesy 
of the telephonic interview of September 16, 2002 in which a Response to the 
outstanding Restriction Requirement was discussed. In this telephonic interview, 
Applicants specifically requested that instead of responding to the outstanding 
Restriction Requirement by electing no more than 10 sequences of claim 3, Applicants 
be permitted to amend claims 1 and 14 to be directed toward SEQ ID NO:243 3 as 
noted herein. Examiner Zara indicated that such an amendment, limiting the claims to 
a single searchable target sequence SEQ ID NO:243, would likely be considered 
responsive to the present Restriction Requirement. 

Following entry of this response, claims 1-2 and 4-44 are pending. Applicants 
wish to point out to the Examiner that Applicants did not cancel claim 44, which claim 
should still be considered pending in this application. Claim 3 has been canceled, 
without prejudice. Applicants reserve the right to prosecute the invention of claim 3 in 
a divisional application filed during the pendency of the present application. Claims 1 
and 14 are amended to incorporate the target SEQ ID NO:243. 

Applicants have enclosed as Appendix A, a version of the amended claims with 
markings to show changes made. Applicants have also enclosed as Appendix B, a 
clean copy of the pending claims. No new matter is added by this amendment.
